On August 22, 2001, in accordance with the Rules of Practice for filing O 
correspondence by "Express Mail" (37 C.F.R. § 1.10(a)), Applicants deposited a non- "D 
provisional utility patent application and related documents (hereinafter, "the deposited 
correspondence") with the United States Postal Service (USPS). Applicants used the USPS 
"Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" service and paid sufficient postage therefor. The 
Express Mail Label No. was EL501641256US. 

' The deposited correspondence, a true copy of which is attached as Exhibit A 
hereto, consisted of 27 pages not including a return-receipt postcard. Specifically, the 
contents of the deposited correspondence were as follows:

It has recently come to the attention of Attorneys for Applicants that the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office ("USPTO") has no record of receipt for the 
deposited correspondence. As a result, Applicants hereby petition the Commissioner under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.10(e) to consider the deposited correspondence to have been filed in the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office on the U.S.P.S. deposit date of August 22, 2001. The 
facts in support of this petition are provided below. 

1. This petition is being filed promptly in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.10(e)(1) 

Attorneys for Applicants recently became aware that the USPTO had no 
evidence of the filing of the deposited correspondence. The Express Mail package deposited 
by Attorneys for Applicants on August 22, 2001 included several other sets of 
correspondence, some in connection with newly filed application and others relating to 
already pending applications. Through diligence, Attorneys for Applicants recently became 
aware that no return-receipt postcards for correspondence deposited by Attorneys in their 
August 22, 2001 New York Express Mail had been returned by the USPTO. Upon this 
discovery, Attorneys for Applicants contacted the USPTO to inquire whether the Office had a 
record of any of the correspondence deposited on that date. A representative of the USPTO 
only recently confirmed with Attorneys for Applicants that the Office had no evidence of 
receipt of the deposited correspondence nor of any of the other correspondence in the same 
Express Mail package.

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This petition is therefore being filed promptly after Attorneys for Applicants 
became aware that the Office had no evidence of receipt of the deposited correspondence, in 
accordance with 37 CF.R. § 1.10(e)(1). 

2. The Express Mail mailing label no. EL501641256US was placed on the deposited 
correspondence in accordance with 37 CF.R. § 1.10(e)(2) 

As demonstrated by the true copy of the deposited correspondence attached as 
Exhibit A, the Utility Patent Application Transmittal sheet, the Patent Application Fee Value 
sheet, and the Recordation Form Cover sheet all included the Express Mail Label No. 
EL501641256US at the top right hand corners of those sheets. As a result, the Express Mail 
Label No. EL501641256US was placed on the deposited correspondence prior to it being 
deposited with the USPS in accordance with 37 CF.R. § 1.10(e)(2). 

3. The necessary supporting documentation is attached to this petition in 
accordance with 37 CF.R. § 1.10(e)(3) 

As indicated above, a true copy of the deposited correspondence is attached as 
Exhibit A hereto and demonstrates that the deposited correspondence showed the relevant 
Express Mail Label No. EL501641256US. In addition, in accordance with 37 CF.R. § 
1.10(e)(3), a true copy of the Post Office to Addressee Express Mail mailing label No. 
EL501641256US is attached hereto as Exhibit B. In the Date In box, the Express Mail 
mailing label clearly shows the "date in" as being the requested filing date of August 22, 
2001. The Express Mail mailing label also bears a USPS stamp verifying August 22, 2001 as 
the date of deposit with the USPS. The mailing label additionally indicates that the sender is 
Attorneys for Applicants, Pennie & Edmonds LLP, 1 155 Avenue of the Americas, New York, 
NY 10036; that the recipient is the Assistant Commissioner for Patents, Washington DC, 
20231; and that sufficient postage of $30.45 was paid. 

Furthermore, Applicants attach as Exhibit C hereto, a true copy of a print-out 
obtained from the USPS Web site providing the delivery status, tracking, and confirmation 
information corresponding to Express Mail Label No. EL501641256US. As shown in Exhibit 
C, this information confirms that the Express Mail package corresponding to Express Mail 
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Label No. EL501641256US was delivered at 10:58 am on August 23, 2001 and was signed 
for by "R Davis." 

Applicants further advise that the return-receipt postcard included in the 
deposited correspondence has not, to date, been returned to Attorneys for Applicants. 

4. Statements regarding original deposit of correspondence and copies of

Information regarding 
attorney name and attorney docket number for other applications has been redacted to 
preserve the confidentiality of that information in the remaining table entries of the Express 
Mail Certification. 

Finally, as already indicated, the copies of the deposited correspondence in 
Exhibit A, the Post Office to Addressee Express Mail mailing label No. EL501641256US in 
Exhibit B, the USPS Web site print-out showing delivery status, tracking, and confirmation 
information for mailing label No. EL501641256US in Exhibit C, and the Express Mail 
Certification in Exhibit D are all true copies of the respective original documents. 
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REMARKS 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that all of the requirements of 37 
C.F.R. §§ 1.10(a) and (e) have been fully met and complied with, and that therefore the 
deposited correspondence in Exhibit A — including the non-provisional utility application 
contained therein — should be accorded a filing date of August 22, 2001, the date of deposit of 
that correspondence as Express Mail with the USPS.
